The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claimed 
invention is distinguished over the prior art of record in that the prior art teaches off-axis 
illumination of a phase shift mask but does not teach a manufacturing method using the 
phase shifting mask of the claimed invention for making a device, the device made by 
said method, and a computer program product for controlling a computer to perform the 
method for generating said phase shifting mask, and wherein the method comprises the 
steps of: (a) providing a substrate that is at least partially covered by a layer of 
radiation-sensitive material; (b) providing a projection beam of radiation using a 
radiation system; (c) using a pattern on a mask to endow the projection beam with a 
pattern in its cross-section; (d) projecting the patterned beam of radiation onto a target 
portion of the layer of radiation-sensitive material, wherein, in step (c): use is made of a 
phase-shifting mask comprising at least one unattentuated, halftoned, phase-shift 
feature; the mask is off-axis illuminated by the radiation system. The claimed invention 
provides a method for fabricating a shifter-shutter phase shifting mask that is usable 
with off-axis illumination when the shifter and shutter sizes approach one another, and a 
method for halftoning assist features to achieve the correct ratio of 0 th to higher 
diffraction order radiation for optimal imaging.
